The memorandum pro- 
vided forthe appointment of Chang—a high 
Chinese officinl—as director general of the 
defendant company for life, and for the con- 
stitution ofa Chinese board of the company 
Vhe_ plaintiff, shortly, after the memorandum 
had been signed, was placed in charge of the 
inission despatched to Berlin to offer the 
apologies of the Emperor of Chinn to the 
Emperor William for Ihe rvurder of the Ger-, 
man Minister at Peking’ during the Boxer 
rising. ; 

His lordship, in giving judgment, said his 
Excellency Chang was the directar general of 
all the mines in the provinces of Chi-li and 
Jehol,.and director general of the Chinese com: 
pany, An agreement of July 30, 1900, between 
the parties contained an undertaking by’ the 


the Chinese company, and to indemnify it 
therefrom, As to. the ature, extent, and 


the transfer there was no question. The trans: 
fer of the prepeity. was the outcome of a pro- 
tracted discussion, and negotiation for the 
{ransfarmation of the Chinese company into an 
Anglo-Chinese company, to be formed in Eng- 
land soas to afford better protection for the 
property gf the compary in the disturbed state 
Of the country during the Boxer rising, and al- 
so to secure foreign capital for the development 
of the mines, There were lo be'two boards of 
directors, one in China and one in London, the

The agreement of July 39, 1990, purported 
to bea grant apd assignment upon terms by 
Mr. Detring, asagent of the Chinese company, 
to Hoover, who was agent ef the Moreings,

ed new company. Chany objected to execute 


because it did not contain any statement of the 
arrangements for which he had stipulated with 
the new company. The dacumment did not 
appear to Chang adequately to protect his Go- 
vernment or the Ghinese shareholders and in 
that he was perfectly right.

A NEW EXPLOSIVE - FOR, THE NEW GUNS. 
The new field guns—when’ we get them— 
are not likely to be ineffective owing ‘to the 
want of projectiles. At Woolwich they are 
experimenting with two new shells for the 
184-pounder quick-firing field gun. One is 
af improved high explosive shell, and the 
other is a “smoke” shell of the type used

They had managed 
to overcome it to a certain extent and had now 
got a considerable amount of business at Tung- 
kaduo,. .A very regrettable incident occurred 
shortly after the initiation of their business 
there, A portion of theie wharf was under 
mined by the vagaries of the tide which ran up 
and down there with tremendous force. The 
first indication of uny trouble was the setting 
out ef the top of the wharf. Immediate steps 
were taken toremedy this inclination outwards. 
It was interided to brace the staging up with 
very strong braces, sunhing right away ‘back 
inland so. as fo take the strain, and. it was 
hoped to save the staging from being lost alto- 
gether, While this work was in progress fur- 
ther undermining evidently took place, and 
the staging went out from below, putting 
about 120 ft, of staging or more into deep water. 
There was a gadown near, which the general 
managers had already sold for old material 
to a Chinese contractor who was lo take it 
away, the idea being to put up a new godown 
in its place. When the slip occurred and there 
wasa deep hole left where previously there had 
been 18 ft, of water it was-thought better ta 
repurchase this godown for a moderate price— 
Tis. 300- and put the materials over the bank 
in order to check further interruption from the 
stream and give a good colid bank. ‘I'hat gave 
tise to various unfounded ‘reports ‘that their 
godowas were tumbling piecemeal into. the 


water, that the wholeof thelr Tungkadoa’ pro- 
perty was being washed away, .and other wild 
repors, These reporta were entirely unfound- 
éd'and: must bave been: slarted, by persons 
‘whose aim could only have been mischievous, 
‘Since the wash-out had occurred the best ex: 
pert advice obtainable had been taken. The ex:

was taken ‘in hand ‘at once. They were now
